Stake” of $6,000,000, which saved 
Frank A. Seiberling, president of. the 
Seiberling ._Rubber company, from 
financigl ruin a year ago has been re- 
turned by the rubber magnate to his 
friend, Edgar B. Davis, New York 
financier, 

The two men met in New York 
twenty years ago. Seiberling was 
head of the Goodyear Tire and Rub- 
ber company and Davis was president 
of the United States Tire and Rubber 
company. 

Davis went to Sumatra to build up 
rubber plantations and for ten years 
the friends were parted. When Davis 
returned he put his entire fortune into 
Texas oil fields. Hard pressed for 
money, Davis appealed to Seiberling, 
Davis. later 
sold out to Standard Oil for $12,000,- 
000. 

Later Seiberling faced a crisis in 
the rubber industry, and in 1920 
found himself out of Goodyear and 
virtually broke.” Seiberling or- 
ganized a new venture, the Seiberling 
Rubber company. After it had strug- 
gied along six years without making 
headway, Davis remembered that old 
“perubstake” of $57,000. He loaned 
Seiberling $500,000 cash and under- 
wrote his notes for $5,500,000.

People know that if Smith were nominated the 
issue would be there and some of the voting would 
have motives which it is agreed should not enter 
political action and which nevertheless do enter it.

Mr. Gorman was retained to pre- 
ent a repetition of the epidemic. There has been 
mo repetition. Chicago's typhoid rate is now the 
lowest in the world. Last June, in recognition of 
“the most distinguished contribution of the year 
to sanitary and waterworks engineering,” Mr. Gor- 
man was awarded the John M. Diven memorial 
medal by the American Waterworks association. 
The association speaks the judgment of water- 
works engineers in some’ 10,000 American com- 
munities on Mr. Gorman’s character and attain- 
ments. 
‘Mr. Gorman is just 35 years olf. His career is 
before him. Not he but Chicago is the principal 
loser by his suspension. He follows McAndrew, 
an educator of national repute, and Bundesen, 
who in October was honored with the presidency 
uf the American Public Health association. Bunde- 
sen remained health commissioner only two 
months longer. Gorman got his medal six months 
ago. If there is logic in events, these three dis- 
miseals can mean only that the present admin- 
istration does not recognize competence even in 
the education of the children and the protection of 
The circumstances which immediately precede4 
Mr. Gorman’s removal are illuminating.

This disease has 
been found in every section of the "Jnited 
States except New England, New York, 
and the contiguous territory. it is prob- 
able that it will eventually be found to 
be present all over the United States and 
Canada. It seems that wherever rabbits 
are there tularemia is also, : 

Furthermore, because of peculiarities 
of rabbits, ticks and filles, humans are 
endangered from March of one year until 
February of the next.

“Rabbit dressers can protect them- 
selves by wearing rubber gloves. Most 
persons who become infected get their 
infection through wounds and scratches,’ 
principally on the hands.
